Tuesday, June 16, is more tlhan just another 
day in 1970. 


It’s the day after Monday, June 15, and the 
'day before Wednesday, June 17, of course, and 
it’s golf day for men at the Escanaba Country 
Club and the Highland Golf Club. 


But for residents of Michigan — and par­ 
ticularly Delta County — Tuesday is important 
:because in this election year 4 p.m. Tuesday, 
June 16, is the deadline for filing nominating pe- 
•titions for all partisan and non-partisan candi­ 
dates. Once that deadline passes, a candidate can 
^et himself off the ballot, but it’s impossible to 
^ t on. 


The deadline won’t be missed by the main 
arena politicians — the candidates for governor, 
for state le^slatui*e, for Congress — but it’s 
been known to sneak up at the local level. Candi- 
dates for the Delta County Board of Commis- 
fsioners and for township officers must have ne- 
titions filed and this year candidates for the 
proposed Delta County Charter Commission also 
tnust be alert. 


(Delta County hasn’t approved election of a 
Charter Commission as yet — that question is 
on the Aug. 4 primary ballot — but if it is ap­ 
proved by voters on Aug. 4 then the Charter 
Commission candidates who draw the most votes 
at the election will be declared elected.. If voters 
turn down the Oliarter Commission question, 
then the commissioners will have no office.) 


The key to local government —> indeed, to all 
government — is in sound representation. 


The people of the community deserve a 
choice, both in the primary where party candi­ 
dates from each district and township will be 
elected and in the general election. Two years 
ago, when the present Delta County Board of 
Commissioners was elected, three of the commis­ 
sioners were elected without opposition In their 
districts. If there had been opposition, the same 
men may have won, but at least the voter would 
have had an option. 


*rhe League of Women Voters last week 
pointed out that the quality of Delta County’s 
Charter Commission, the quality of the charter 
which may result, likely will depend on the qual­ 
ity and ability of the commissioners elected to 
draft the document. 


If the citizens of Delta County give their 
approval to the writing of a charter for the 
county on Aug. 4, it would be in the best inter­ 
ests of good government to see that those most 
qualified be elected to the commission, the 
League said. If these peonle have not filed their 
nominating petitions by Tuesday, June 16, at 4 
p.m. it will then no longer be possible for them to 
M elected. 


The same holds time for county and town­ 
ship board officers. 


Citizens of the area would be horrified if 
the name of only one individual appeared on the 
ballot for President of the United States. The 
local office holders often make decisions which 
to local people can have as much impact as decif 
sions by the president. 


A person should be elected to make those 
decisions, not \v\n by default because there was 
no other candidate running.

Hanoi May Be Willing 
To Talk, Theory Says 


A Confused Policy 


During World War II, Washington never 
suggested that Americans should buy Nazi-made 
cameras, yet the Department of Agriculture has 
approved the importation of Communist hams 
while U. S. soldiers are dying from Communist 
bullets in Southeast Asia. 


Is it any wonder that many Americans are 
infused about who the enemy is? 'Tlie admin­ 
istration says, just as Lyndon Johnson said, that 
Communist aggression must not be rewarded in 
Southeast Asia. Tlie United States must stand 
firm. 


Why, then, should the Communists who sub­ 
sidize that very airgi'ession be rewarded, in this 
particular case Romania and Bulgaria? The 
Agriculture Depaitment has licensed the im­ 
portation of canned hams from these countries 
which pi-ovide arms and other war material to 
North Vietnam. 


Trade, of course, is the primary means by 
which the Soviet bloc obtains dollars. That money 
fe used to buy U. S. superior industrial tech­ 
nology, frequently through puixshase of ad­ 
vanced machinery which can be used in war 
industries. 


Trading with the enemy, so the justifica­ 
tion goes, is a path toward peace, and who is 
igainst peace? But is it a path? What is the 
evidence that all of the technology that was 
sold to the Soviet Union l>efore Worid War II 
dampened Moscow’s imperialistic appetites? 


Didn’t Stalin enslave Eastern Europe even 
though American engineers in the 1930s helped 
build the Soviet’s an entire chemical industry 
from pi’actically nothing? 


Has trade done anything to induce the So­ 
viets not to am the Arabs for another round 
iji their conflict against Israel? 


Are any fewer Communist arms flowing 
into North Vietnam? 


Furthermore, is Moscow putting an end to 
Hanoi’s aggression, or merely trying to put an 
end to the existence of South Vietnam, Laos and 
Cambodia?

George Patton in driving for 
the North Vietnam capital of 
Hanoi or the port of Haiphong. 
The dashing officer Is Gen. Do 
Cao Tri, who reportedly com­ 


bines an inspiriting willingness 
to lead a charge from the top 
of an armored car with a good 
offensive tactical sense. Do Cao 
Tri was nothing very 
much 
when he was limited to a de­ 
fensive role in the Third Corps 
zone north of Saigon. Before 
that he had eaten his heart out 
in exile in the South Vietna­ 
mese diplomatic service. 


However, 
his 
background 
has always been one of a man 
whose soimd military training 
has prepared him for an emer­ 
gency. He joined the French 
Army In Vietnam as a young 
man to fight the Conununists. 
He studied Infantry and air­ 
borne tactics 
in 
France 
in 
1947. He is a graduate of the 
South 
Vietnamese 
officers* 
school in Vungtau. 


Nixon’s strump card, assum­ 
ing the validity 
of the Gen. 
Lane thesis, would be to inform 
the North Vietnamese negotla- 
toi*s that he will have no con­ 
trol over the Thleu-Ky gov­ 
ernment once the U. S. has de­ 
parted from Southeast Asiia. 


If we win a decisive edge over 
Hanoi through our Cambodian 
operation, the North Vietna­ 
mese might want to make a 
deal before we have lifted our 
restraiinlng hand from the likes 
of General Do Cao Tri.

ACCURACY FOR NMU 


The Associated Press article 
regarding state legislative ap­ 
proval of ordinance - making 
power for “racially plagued*' 
Northern Michigan University 
(Daily Press, June 11) was the 
latest in a series of grotesquely 
distorted journalistic descrip­ 
tions of the “situation” on the 
NMU campus being perpetrated 
by certain of the state media. I 
believe that it is time for the 
real story. Our so-called “ma­ 
jor” media in the state seem 
to be incapable of doing this 
job. 


Perhaps the most obvious 
fault of this latest article is the 
clear implication that the new 
ordinance-making power was 
sought by and granted to North­ 
ern t>ecause of racial problems 
on campus. This Is simply not 
the case. 


When I assumed the post of 
Associate Editor of the North­ 
ern News (the studerit news­ 
paper) last summer, the power 
of making legally-enforceable 
ordinances was being sought by 
the University administration 
and the Board of Control, in 
close 
association 
with 
Rep. 
Dominic Jacobetti. 


In fact, last summer, Northern 
took the first step toward the 
“ordinance system” by incorp­ 
orating all its traffic regulations 
into an ordinance which was 
passed by the Marquette City 
Conunission. In this way, finei 
for violations of University traf­ 
fic regulations are paid in Mar­ 
quette District Court, rather 
than at the Campus Security 
Police station, as had been the 
case previously. The sole pur­ 
pose of this action—and the 
sole purpose of the-new ordin­ 
ance-making power—-is to al­ 
low the University to lessen 
and, hopefully, eventually end 
its role as a policeman. 


In my discussions with Uni­ 
versity President John X. Jam- 
rich, I received the clear im­ 
pression that the University was 
seeking the ordinance power so 
that it would haA^ a ‘*legal leg 
to stand on” in Hf attempts to

members pay fines assessed for 
overdue library books, damage 
to dormitory rooms, etc. 


But the AP article’s faults 
extend far beyond mere false 
insinuation. The two examples 
given of racial “antagonism’* 
this past year on Northern’s 
campus are simply incorrect. 


As its first example, the AP 
cites a charge by “black stu­ 
dents” that “their lives had 
been threatened by gun-bearing 
white students and that the 
University’s administration re­ 
fused to review or change var­ 
ious policies relating to weap­ 
ons .... ” The Unlvei-slty not 
only changed its policy on pos­ 
session of firearms on campus 
at the request of the black stu­ 
dents; it actually ordered that 
all firearms be removed from 
campus within one day after the 
request was made. 
* As Its second example of the 
racial “problem” at NMU, the 
AP cited the cancellation of “a 
televised, mid-winter basketball 
game... following a sit-in by 
black students on the school’s 
gymnasium floor.” This cancel­ 
lation, in fact, did not occur in 
mid-winter, nor did it even oc­ 
cur this year. The incident re­ 
ferred to actually happened in 
the fall of 1968. 


Basically, this latest AP art­ 
icle on the NMU “situation” is 
just another example of some­ 
thing which has been going on 
since the first statewide ac­ 
counts of the happenings at 
Northern early this spring. And 
that “something” can be de­ 
scribed as nothing other than 
a sloppy journalism. 


Early this spring, for example, 
a Detroit Free Press reporter 
wrote that students at Northern 
carried guns on campus in tha 
same way ttiai downstate stu­ 
dents carried tennis rackets! 
And this reporter had actually 
visited the campus, although 
he didn’t stay long and. report­ 
edly, he talked only to a few 
black students and some minor 
administrators. I might note that 
never, in my two years on the 
NMU campus, did I aee a stu- 
deoi-^whUe or Madi— eerrytog 


a firearm on University proper* 
ty. 


A small group of black stu­ 
dents, too, are responsible in 
part for much of the misinfor­ 
mation about what is happening 
at NMU which has been spread 
statewide. At a Lansing news 
conference last month, less than 
a dozen of Northern’s 140 black 
students managed to convince 
several state legislators that the 
campus was in a state of emer­ 
gency. Exactly the opposite was 
the case at the time; the cam­ 
pus had never been quieter. 
But the information that North­ 
ern was a “hotbed of racism’* 
was out and the damage was 
done. 


I would be naive to say that 
Northern Michigan University 
is a model of racial harmony. 
Black students do have legiti­ 
mate concerns, and the Univer­ 
sity’s administration must not 
turn a deaf ear when an at­ 
tempt Is made to air those con­ 
cerns. But I believe that Dr, 
Jamrich and his fellow admln- 
lsti*ators are a fine group of 
gentlemen 
who are 
making 
every effort to keep their ears 
and minds open. 


Their job is made infinitely 
more difficult, though, when 
state newspapers forget that 
they have an obligation to the 
people of the state of Michigan 
to present carefully-x-esearched, 
factual information. The people 
have a right to know the facts, 
and Northern Michigan Univer» 
•Ity has a right to have its story 
accurately told.

Tuesday, June 16, is more than just another 
day in 1970. 
It’s the day after Monday, June 15, and the 
day before Wednesday, June 17, of course, and 
it’s golf day for men at the Escanaba Country 
Club and the Highland Golf Club. 
But for residents of Michigan — and par­ 
ticularly Delta County — Tuesday is important 
because in this 
election year 
4 p.m. Tuesday, 
June 16. is the deadline for filing nominating pe­ 
titions for all partisan and non-partisan candi­ 
dates. Once that deadline passes, a candidate can 
get himself off the ballot, but it’s impossible to 
get on. 
The deadline won’t be missed by the main 
arena politicians — the candidates for governor, 
for state legislature, for Congress — but it’s 
been known to sneak un at the local level. Candi­ 
dates for the Delta Countv Board of Commis­ 
sioners and for township officers must have oe- 
titions filed and this year candidates for the 
proposed Delta County Charter Commission also 
must be alert. 
(Delta County hasn’t approved election of a 
Charter Commission as yet — that question is 
on the Aug. 4 primary ballot — but if it is ap­ 
proved by voters on Aug. 4 then the Charter 
Commission candidates who draw the most votes 
at the election will be declared elected. Tf voters 
turn down the Charter Commission question, 
then the commissioners will have no office.)

The key to local government — indeed, to all 
government — is in sound representation. 
The people of the community deserve a 
choice, both in the primary where party candi­ 
dates from each distinct and township will be 
elected and in the general election. Two years 
ago, when the present Delta County Board of 
Commissioners was elected, three of the commis­ 
sioners were elected without opposition in their 
districts. Tf there had been opposition, the same 
men may have won, but at least the voter would 
have had an option. 
The league of 
Women Voters last week 
pointed out that the quality of Delta County’s 
Charter Commission, the quality of the charter 
wTiich may result, likely will depend on the qual­ 
ity and ability of the commissioners elected to 
draft the document. 
Tf the citizens of Delta County give their 
approval to the writing of a charter for the 
county on Aug. 4, it would be in the best inter­ 
ests of good government to see that those most 
qualified 
be elected to the 
commission, 
the 
Teague said. Tf these peonle have not filed their 
nominating petitions by Tuesday, June 16. at 4 
p.m. it will then no longer be possible for them to 
be elected.

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Hanoi May Be Willing 
To Talk, Theory Says 


A Confused Policy 
During World War TI, Washington never 
suggested that Americans should buy Nazi-made 
cameras, yet the Department of Agriculture has 
approved the importation of Communist hams 
while U. S. soldiers are dying from Communist 
bullets in Southeast Asia. 
Is it any wonder that many Americans are 
confused about who the enemy is? Tile admin­ 
istration says, just as Lyndon Johnson said, that 
Communist aggression must not be rewarded in 
Southeast Asia. Tile United States must stand 
finn. 
Why, then, should the Communists who sub­ 
sidize that very aggression lie rewarded, in this 
particular case Romania and Bulgaria? The 
Agriculture Department has licensed the im­ 
portation of canned hams from these countries 
which provide arms and other war material to 
North Vietnam. 
Trade, of course, is the pnmary means by 
which the Soviet bloc obtains dollars. That money 
is used to buy U. S. superior industrial tech­ 
nology, frequently through purchase of ad­ 
vanced machinery which can be used in war 
industries. 
Trading with the enemy, so the justifica­ 
tion goes, is a path toward peace, and who is 
against peace? But is it a path? What is the 
evidence that all of the technology that was 
sold to the Soviet Union lief ore World War IT 
dampened Moscow’s imperialistic appetites? 
Didn’t Stalin enslave Eastern Europe even 
though American engineers in the 1930s helped 
build the Soviet’s an entire chemical industry 
from practically nothing? 
Has trade done anything to induce the So­ 
viets not to ann the Arabs for another round 
in their conflict against Israel? 
Are any fewer Communist arms flowing 
into North Vietnam? 
Furthermore, is Moscow putting an end to 
Hanoi’s aggression, or merely trying to put an 
end to the existence of South Vietnam, I,aos and 
Cambodia? 
A few pieces of pork are not economically 
important.

ACCURACY FOR NMU 
The Associated Press article 
regarding state legislative ap­ 
proval of ordinance - making 
power for “racially plagued” 
Northern Michigan University 
(Daily Press, June ll) was the 
latest in a series of grotesquely 
distorted journalistic descrip­ 
tions of the “situation” on the 
NMU campus being perpetrated 
by certain of the state media. I 
believe that it is time for the 
real story. Our so-called “ma­ 
jor” media in the state seem 
to be incapable of doing this 
job. 
Perhaps 
the 
most 
obvious 
fault of this latest article is the 
clear implication that the new 
ordinance-making power was 
sought by and granted to North­ 
ern because of racial problems 
on campus. This is simply not 
the case. 
When I assumed the post of 
Associate Editor of the North­ 
ern News (the student news­ 
paper) last summer, the power 
of making legally-enforceable 
ordinances was being sought by 
the University administration 
and the Board of Control, in 
close 
association 
with 
Rep. 
Dominic Jacobetti. 
In fact, last summer, Northern 
took the first step toward the 
“ordinance system” by incorp­ 
orating all its traffic regulations 
into an ordinance which was 
passed by the Marquette City 
Commission. In this way, fines 
for violations of University traf­ 
fic regulations are paid in Mar­ 
quette 
District Court, rather 
than at the Campus Security 
Police station, as had been the 
case previously. The sole pur­ 
pose of this action—and the 
sole purpose of the new ordin­ 
ance-making power—is to al­ 
low the University to lessen 
and, hopefully, eventually end 
its role as a policeman. 
In my discussions with Uni­ 
versity President John X. Jam - 
rich, I received the clear im­ 
pression that the University was 
seeking the ordinance power so 
that it would have a “legal leg 
to stand on” in its attempts to 
make 
students 
and 
faculty 


members pay fines assessed for 
overdue library books, damage 
to dormitory rooms, etc. 
But the AP article’s faults 
extend far beyond mere false 
insinuation. The two examples 
given of racial “antagonism” 
this past year on Northern’s 
campus are simply incorrect. 
As its first example, the AP 
cites a charge by “black stu­ 
dents” that “their lives had 
been threatened by gun-bearing 
white students and that the 
University’s administration re­ 
fused to review or change var­ 
ious policies relating to weap­ 
ons ___” The University not 
only changed its policy on pos­ 
session of firearms on campus 
at the request of the black stu­ 
dents: it actually ordered that 
all firearms be removed from 
campus within one day alter the 
request was made. 
* 
As its second example of the 
racial “problem” at NMU, the 
AP cited the cancellation of “a 
televised, m id-winter basketball 
game ... following a sit-in by 
black students on the school’s 
gymnasium floor.” This cancel­ 
lation, in fact, did not occur in 
mid-winter, nor did it even oc­ 
cur this year. The incident re­ 
ferred to actually happened in 
the fall of 1968, 
Basically, this latest AP art­ 
icle on the NMU “situation” is 
just another example of some­ 
thing w'hich has been going on 
since the 
first statewide ac­ 
counts of the happenings at 
Northern early this spring. And 
that “something” can be de­ 
scribed as nothing other than 
a sloppy journalism. 
Early this spring, for example, 
a Detroit Free Press reporter 
wrote that students at Northern 
carried guns on campus in the 
same way that downstate stu­ 
dents carried tennis rackets! 
And this reporter had actually 
visited the campus, although 
he didn’t stay long and, report­ 
edly, he talked only to a few 
black students and some minor 
administrators. I might note that 
never, in my two years on the 
NMU campus, did I see a stu­ 
dent—white or black— carrying 


a firearm on University proper­ 
ty. 
A small group of black stu­ 
dents, too, are responsible in 
part for much of the misinfor­ 
mation about what is happening 
at NMU which has been spread 
statewide. At a Lansing new's 
conference last month, less than 
a dozen of N orthern’s 140 black 
students managed to convince 
several state legislators that the 
campus wras in a state of emer­ 
gency. Exactly the opposite was 
the case at the time; the cam­ 
pus had never been quieter. 
But the information that North­ 
ern was a “hotbed of racism” 
was out and the damage was 
done. 
I would be naive to say that 
Northern Michigan University 
is a model of racial harmony. 
Black students do have legiti­ 
mate concerns, and the Univer­ 
sity’s administration must not 
turn a deaf ear when an at­ 
tempt is made to air those con­ 
cerns. But I believe that Dr. 
Jamrich and his fellow admin­ 
istrators are a fine group of 
gentlemen 
w'ho 
are 
making 
every effort to keep their ears 
and minds open. 
Their job is made infinitely 
more difficult, though, when 
state newspapers 
forget that 
they have an obligation to the 
people of the state of Michigan 
to present carefully-researched, 
factual information. The people 
have a right to know the facts, 
and Northern Michigan Univer­ 
sity has a right to have its story 
accurately told.

Tech Graduates Told 
Of Need For Science

M in must evolve through ad­ 
vance« in sdence and technol­ 
ogy in order to avoid future ex­

Dr. Glenn Seaborg, 
chadrman of tlhe U.S. Atomic 
Energy Commiission, told grad­ 
uate« Saturday 
at 
Michigan 
Technological University. 


Man’s survival depends «1 a 
technology that will aUev4ate 
poverty, clean up pollution, and 
check population grow<tlh. Dr. 
Seaborg said in his commence­ 
ment addrcsis. But science can­ 
not do it alone, he warned, in 
his continuing evolution man 
must unite the techmcal and 
humanistic aspects of society in 
order to ac<hieve his goals. 


Seaborg 
said 
past 
failures 
have resulted from man’s tend­ 
ency to direct (the awesome pow­ 
er of his technology toward short 
term goals while ignoring long 
term etieol?. 


“We must convince the public 
that regardless of past misap- 
plucations, today’s science and 


technology 
must be 
central 
farces in achieving the values 
and goals we hold today, 
the 
Nobel Prize winner said. 


Science and technology muist 
be re-dledicaited to the cause of 
man. he added. 


Critics who blame science for 
most of the country’s problems 
are igui'lty of poor perspectiive, 
Seaborg said. They use science 
ais an easy scapegoait for so- 
ciiety’s ills, he said, even while 
enjoying the fruiltis of the tech­ 
nology they condemn. 


For instance, he said, 'these 
critics mount scathing attacks 
on modern industry for its waste 
and pollution, but continue to 
enjoy andusitry’s products. 


“But perhaps sudh reaotiions, 
even with their lack of perspec­ 
tive and the extreme to wh'ich 
they may go, are necesisary,” 
he said. “It does take a great 
amount of emotioaial impadt of 
one kind or another to affecit 
human inertia and human think­ 
ing.*»

NEW YORK (AP) - If you 
imagine for a moment that this 
econcmy of ours is like a blotter 
you’ll have a fair idea of a little 
publicized, behind-the-scenes fi­ 
nancial move that is having a 
powerful economic impact. 


The blotter had been growing 
very dry, mainly because the 
government was trying to evap­ 
orate excess moisture, or mon­ 
ey, that leads to inflation. When 
soggy, a blotter cannot hold its 
own weight. 


Year-Old Plan 


The attempt to put some stiff­ 
ness into the blotter began more 
than a year ago with a much 
heralded program to wring in­ 
flation from the economy. One 
way to do this is to keep money 
fmm the economy, or water 
from the blotter. 


After many months of this, 
corporations 
began 
talking 
about illiquidity, or the absence 
of sufficient money to carry out 
their plans. 


Generally speaking, an econo­ 
my is illiquid when there isn’t 
enough money 
circulating to 
handle the affairs of business 
smoothly, or fluidly. It means 
the blotter is dry. 


Penn Ralh*oad Cited 


The problems of the Penn 
Centi-al Railroad is an illustra­ 
tion. It has a lot of bills coming 
due, but it is uncertain that in 
today’s market it can 
raise 
enough money to pay them on 
time and still have cash for oth­ 
er affairs. 


Penn Central isn’t the only 
company so affected, although 
it may be suffering the most. 
Many companies and municipal­ 
ities have been forced to post­ 
pone projects because they felt 
they couldn’t raise the cash. 


When 
the 
problem 
affects 
large individual companies or 
cities it is serious. But when the 
federal government itself can­ 
not raise money to conduct its 
business, then the problem is 


critical. And that problem arose 
a few weeks ago. 


Blotter Bit Crumbly 


The blotter, it appears, was 
very dry. Not dry as dust, but 
becoming a bit crumbly or fri­ 
able. It was dry enough, at any 
rate, to threaten government ef­ 
forts to obtain some moisture, 
or money. Then the Fed acted. 


The Fed, remembea-, is war­ 
den of the spigot. It conti’ols the 
flow of money to the economy. 
When it wants to dry out an in­ 
flated economy it closes the 
spigot a bit. When liquidity is 
needed it turns the faucet the 
other way. 


Obviously, when the federal

government’s ability to borrow 
money is threatened by illiquidi­ 
ty in the market place, the Fed 
cannot stand by idly. And so it 
provided the money. It released 
moisture that spread through 
the blotter. 


Moisture Ruled Out 


The complication, however, is 
this: In order to defeat inflation, 
it is felt that people have to live 
with a dry blotter for a while. 
So what if they need moisture: 
let them do witiiout. If you can’t 
squeeze moisture from the blot­ 
ter you must do without; if you 
don’t have money you cannot 
make demands upon the econo­ 
my. 


In other words, it is felt, the 
demands for money by business 
and governmental units—even 
the federal govei-nment—must 
be limited in ordei* to contain in­ 
flation. The need for moisture 
must be ignored until the blotter 
returns to its propei* shape, until 
it shrinks some. 


Disaster Ruled Out 


The Fed felt that this could 
not be done. It would have been 
more than embarassing if the 
federal government, with its re­ 
putation, couldn’t boiTow ft'om 
its own people. It would have 
been a disaster to confidence. 


In releasing the funds, howev­ 
er. the Fed actually deserted its 
own anti-inflation program and 
possibly irrigated another round 
of rising prices. Too much mon­ 
ey in the economy; too much 
moisture in tlie blotter. 


If the country goes off on an­ 
other binge, it will only mean a 
more painful drying out later. It 
has always been that way. It’s 
what is referred 
to as 
the 
boom-bust cycle, or the wet-dry 
blotter. 


The Fed knows this. But it 
knows also that while consum­ 
ers, cities and business can be 
denied a di-ink. Uncle Sam can­ 
not. The old man has an almost 
unquenchable thirst. It makes 
him do some odd things.

Year-Old Plan 
The attem pt to put some stiff­ 
ness into the blotter began more 
than a year ago with a much 
heralded program to wring in­ 
flation from the economy. One 
way to do this is to keep money 
from 
the economy, or water 
from the blotter. 
After many months of this, 
corporations

about illiquidity, or the absence 
of sufficient money to carry out 
their plans.

The blotter, it appears, was 
very dry. Not dry as dust, but 
becoming a bit crumbly or fri­ 
able.

The complication, however, is 
this: In order to defeat inflation.

with a dry blotter for a while.

If you can’t 
squeeze m oisture from the blot­ 
ter you m ust do without; if you 
don’t have money you 
cannot 
m ake dem ands upon the econo- 
i my. 
In other words, it is felt, the 
demands for money by business 
and 
governm ental 
units—even 
the 
federal 
government—must 
be limited in order to contain in­ 
flation. The need for moisture 
must be ignored until the blotter 
returns to its proper shape, until 
it shrinks some. 
D isaster Ruled Out 
The Fed felt that this could 
not be done. It would have been 
more than em barassing if the 
federal government, with its re­ 
putation, couldn't borrow from 
its own people. It would have 
been a disaster to confidence. 
In releasing the funds, howev­ 
er, the Fed actually deserted its 
own anti-inflation program and 
possibly irrigated another round 
of rising prices. Too much mon- 
i ev in the econom y; too much 
' moisture in the blotter. 
If the country goes off on an­ 
other binge, it will only mean a 
more painful drying out later. It 
has always been that way. It’s 
what 
is 
referred 
to 
as 
the 
boom-bust cycle, or the wet-dry 
blotter. 
The Fed knows this. But it 
knows also that while consum­ 
ers, cities and business can be 
denied a drink. Uncle Sam can­ 
not. The old man has an almost 
unquenchable thirst.

WASHINOTON (AP) — Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnw s^d 
today tiling both sides of a sto­ 
ry is “something that has gone 
out of vogue in some of the ma­ 
jor news organiiatlons of Amer­ 
ica.” 


“The price for not presentiiig 
both sides of a story is loss of 
credibility as a pubUc institu­ 
tion,” Agnew said. “It is a 
heavy price to pay for a fleeting 
exercise in power or influence. 


The vice president comment­ 
ed in remarics prepared ftor a 
meeting of the International 
Federation of Newspaper Pub­ 
lishers. 


Unlike earlier attacks on me 
press, Agnew omitted mention 
in his prepared text of any spe­ 
cific newspaper or broadcast 
station or network. 


He did, however, make pass­ 
ing reference to those attacks, 
“»ty differences with some of 
the news media have come not 
over their right to criticize gov­ 
ernment or public officials, but 
my right to criticize them when 
I think they have been excessive 
or irresponsible in their criti­ 
cism,” he said. 


Agnew said he finds it ex­ 
tremely frustrating ‘‘that only 
one side of the Vietnam war is 
being told by some of our most 
influential newspapers and tele­ 
vision networks and that, over­ 


all, their oovarafa comet off 
slanted against American in­ 
volvement in that war without 
any attempt to balance.

We read of the alleged 
American atrocities of civilians 
in a hanilet called My Lai,” he 
went on, “but virtually nothing

Ford recalled 354,000 Cougars 
which the firm decided had 
hoods which might fly open dur­ 
ing driving. 


General Motors accoimted for 
the vast bulk of the 1969 recalls. 
GM found 2.6 million Chevrolets 
—built over five years—which 
might permit exhaust fumes to 
enter the body.

Wants Warantees Regulated 
The Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion, after studying automobile 
warranties for years, recom­ 
mended that the government re­ 
gulate warranties and require 
manufacturers to produce de- 
fect-free cars.

Components 
like 
brakes,

sub-assembled separately from 
the chassis, sometimes at great 
distances from final assembly 
lines.

Road testing, repreacntative of 
the most iaitenaive In Ihe indus­ 
try, amounts to 100 cars a week 
—about 1 per cent of totil pro> 
duction.

The paper, he said, is put 
together by non-professionals 
—“Just regular Indians who 
are storekeepers and so forth.’* 
The column, “Buffalo Chips,” 
is written by Chip Wisent, a 
pseudonym. 
Here’s 
an 
ex­ 
ample: 


“The best laid buffalo chips 
probably have contributed far 
more to early western civiliza­ 
tion than the best laid plans 
of Washington bureaucrats.’' 


On the front page Thomas 
Jefferson is quoted: 


“It may be regarded as cer­ 
tain that not a foot of land will 
ever be taken from the Indians 
without 
their 
consent. 
The 
sacredness of their rights is 
felt by all thinking persons in 
America..." 


Volume one, 
number one, 
consisted of 2,000 copies, half 
of which were sent to Indian 
reservations across the coun­ 
try, and half were distributed 
to people in the Browning area. 
The paper advertises that paid 
up members of NABI can re­ 
ceive a year’s subscription for 
“one buck.” 


Billedeaux said plans call 
for bi-monthly issues when 
costs go down and subscrip­ 
tions go up. 


The newspaper, Billedeaux 
maintained, is going to “ad­ 
vocate a more business-like 
management of Indian govern­ 
ment — a business manager 
type of government. 


Speaking of the tribal coun­ 
cil Billedeaux said that “there 
is a lot of dissatisfaction with 
the waste of money and with 
programs that have failed. We 
wanted to work with the gov­ 
ernment, 
but they wouldn’t 
have it. Now we’re doing some­ 
thing about it.’’

Cancer Virus Found 
In Milk Of Mothers 


DETROrr (AP) 
— A virus 
similar to one that causes breast 
cancer in mice has been identi­ 
fied in the milk of young nurs­ 
ing mothers 30 years before the 
normal age cancer develops in 
women, reports the Michigan 
Cancer Foundation. 


The virus also is passed from 
a mother to a child, where it 
remains 
dormant 
until 
the 
youngster 
reaches 
adulthood, 
said Dr. Michael J. Brennan, 
president of the Michigan Can­ 
cer Foundation. 


Then it may begin reproduc­ 
ing. depending upon many fac­ 
tors such as inherited character­ 
istics. hormonal balance and nu­ 
trition, he said. 


If the findings are borne out. 
Brennan said “There would be

Candi­ 
dates for th e Delta Countv Board of Commis­ 
sioners and for townsh ip officers must h ave ne- 
titions filed and th is year candidates for th e 
p rop osed Delta County Ch arter Commission also 
must be alert. 
(Delta County h asn’t ap p roved election of a 
Ch arter Commission as yet — th at question is 
on th e Aug. 4 p rimary ballot — but if it is ap ­ 
p roved by voters on Aug. 4 th en th e Ch arter 
Commission candidates wh o draw th e most votes 
at th e election will be declared elected. If voters 
turn down th e Ch arter Commission question, 
th en th e commissioners will h ave no office.)

The key to lo ca l g o v ernment 
— indeed, to all 
govemment — is in sound rep resentation. 
Th e p eop le of th e community deseiwe a 
ch oice, both in th e p nmary wh ere p arty candi­ 
dates from each distinct and townsh ip will be 
elected and in th e general election. Two years 
ago, wh en th e p resent Delta County Board of 
Commissioners was elected, th ree of th e commis­ 
sioners were elected with out op p i^sition in th eir 
distincts.

A Confused Policy 
During World War IT, Wash ington never 
suggested th at Ameiicans sh ould buy Nazi-made 
cameras, yet th e Dep artment of Agriculture h as 
ap p roved th e imp ortation of Communist h ams 
wh ile U. S. soldiers are dying from Communist 
bullets in South east Asia. 
Is it any wonder th at many Americans are 
confused about wh o th e enemy is? Tlie admin­ 
istration says, just as Lyndon Joh nson said, th at 
Communist aggression must not be rewarded in 
South east Asia. Tlie United States must stand 
firm. 
Wh y, th en, sh ould th e (Communists wh o sub­ 
sidize th at very aggression be rewarded, in th is 
p articular case Romania and Bulgaria? Th e 
Agriculture Dep artment h as licensed th e im­ 
p ortation of canned h ams from th ese countries 
wh ich p rovide arms and oth er war material to 
North Vietnam. 
Trade, of course, is th e p rimary means by 
wh ich th e Soviet bloc obtains dollars. Th at money 
is used to buy U. S. sup erior industrial tech ­ 
nology, frequently th rough p urch ase of ad­ 
vanced mach inery wh ich can be used in war 
industries. 
Trading with th e enemy, so th e justifica­ 
tion goes, is a p ath toward p eace, and wh o is 
against p eace? But is it a p ath ? VTiat is th e 
evidence th at all of th e tech nology th at was 
sold to th e Soviet Union l>efore World War II 
damp ened Moscow’s imp erialistic ap p etites? 
Didn’t Stalin enslave Eastern Europ e even 
th ough American engineers in th e 19 30s h elp ed 
build th e Soviet’s an entire ch emical industry 
from p ractically noth ing?

ACCURACY FOR NMU 
Th e Associated Press article 
I'egarding state legislative ap ­ 
p roval of ordinance - making 
p ower for “racially p lagued” 
North ern Mich igan University 
(Daily Press, June 11) was th e 
latest in a series of grotesquely 
distorted journalistic descrip ­ 
tions of th e “situation” on th e 
NMU camp us being p ei-p etrated 
by certain of th e state media. I 
believe th at it is time for th e 
real story. Our so-called “m a­ 
jor” media in th e state seem 
to be incap able of doing th is 
job. 
Perh ap s 
th e 
most 
obvious 
fault of th is latest article is th e 
clear imp lication th at th e new 
ordinance-making p ower 
was 
sough t by and granted to North ­ 
ern becau.se of racial p roblems 
on camp us. Th is is simp ly not 
th e case. 
Wh en I assumed th e p ost of 
Associate Editor of th e North ­ 
ern News (th e student news­ 
p ap er) last summer, th e p ower 
of making legally-enforceable 
ordinances was being sough t by 
th e University adm inistration 
and th e Board of Control, in 
close 
association 
with 
Rep . 
Dominic Jacobetti. 
In fact, last summer, North ern 
took th e first step toward th e 
“ordinance system” by incorp ­ 
orating all its traffic regulations 
into an ordinance wh ich was 
p assed by th e M arquette City 
Commission. In th is way, fines 
for violations of University traf­ 
fic regulations are p aid in M ar­ 
quette 
District Court, rath er 
th an at th e Camp us Security 
Police station, as h ad been th e 
case p reviously. Th e sole p ur­ 
p ose of th is action—and th e 
sole p urp ose o f th e- new ordin­ 
ance-making p ower—is to al­ 
low th e University to lessen 
and, h op efully, eventually end 
its role as a p oliceman. 
In my discussions with Uni­ 
versity President Joh n X. Jam - 
rich , I received th e clear im­ 
p ression th at th e University was 
seeking th e ordinance p ower so 
th at it would h ave a “legal leg 
to stand on” in its attem p ts to 
m aka 
students 
a nd faculty 


members p ay fines assessed for 
overdue library books, damage 
to dormitory rooms, etc. 
But th e AP article’s faults 
extend far beyond mere false 
insinuation. Th e two examp les 
given of racial “antagonism” 
th is p ast year on N orth ern’s 
camp us are simp ly incorrect. 
As its first examp le, th e AP 
cites a ch arge by “black stu­ 
dents” th at “th eir lives h ad 
been th reatened by gun-bearing 
wh ite students and th at th e 
U niversity’s adm inistration re­ 
fused to review or ch ange var­ 
ious p olicies relating to weap ­ 
ons -----” Th e Univei-sity not 
only ch anged its p olicy on p os­ 
session of firearm s on camp us 
at th e request of th e black stu­ 
dents; it actually ordered th at 
all firearm s be removed from 
camp us with in one day after th e 
request was made. 
* 
As its second examp le of th e 
racial “p roblem” at NMU, th e 
AP cited th e cancellation of “a 
televised, m id-w inter basketball 
gam e 
following a sit-in by 
black students on th e sch ool’s 
gymnasium floor.” Th is cancel­ 
lation, in fact, did not occur in 
m id-winter, nor did it even oc­ 
cur th is year. Th e incident re­ 
ferred to actually h ap p ened in 
th e fall of 19 68 . 
Basically, th is latest AP art­ 
icle on th e NMU “situation” is 
just anoth er examp le of some­ 
th ing wh ich h as been going on 
since 
th e 
first statewide ac­ 
counts of th e h ap p enings at 
North ern early th is sp ring. And 
th at “someth ing” can be de­ 
scribed as noth ing oth er th an 
a slop p y journalism. 
Early th is sp ring, for examp le, 
a Detroit Free Press rep orter 
wrote th at students at N orth ern 
carried guns on camp us in th e 
sam e way th at downstate stu­ 
dents carried tennis rackets! 
And th is rep orter h ad actually 
visited th e camp us, alth ough 
h e didn’t stay long and, rep ort­ 
edly, h e talked only to a few 
black students and some minor 
adm inistrators. I migh t note th at 
never, in my two years on th e 
NMU camp us, did I see a stu- 
dent—^wh ite or black— cairytog 


a firearm on University p rop er­ 
ty. 
A small group of black stu­ 
dents, too, are resp onsible in 
p art for much of th e misinfor­ 
mation about w h at is h ap p ening 
at NMU wh ich h as been sp read 
statewide. At a Lansing news 
conference last month , less th an 
a dozen of N orth ern’s 140 black 
students managed to convince 
several state legislators th at th e 
camp us was in a state of emer­ 
gency. Exactly th e op p osite was 
th e case at th e time; th e cam­ 
p us h ad never been quieter. 
But th e information th at North ­ 
ern was a “h otbed of racism’* 
was out and th e damage was 
done. 
I would be naive to say th at 
N orth ern Mich igan University 
is a model of racial h armony. 
Black students do h ave legiti­ 
m ate concerns, and th e Univer­ 
sity’s administration must not 
turn a deaf ear wh en an at­ 
tem p t is made to air th ose con­ 
cerns. But I believe th at Dr, 
Jam rich and h is fellow admin­ 
istrators are a fine group of 
gentlemen 
wh o 
are 
making 
every effort to keep th eir ears 
and minds op en. 
Th eir job is made infinitely 
more difficult, th ough , wh en 
state newsp ap ers forget th at 
th ey h ave an obligation to th e 
p eop le of th e state of Mich igan 
to p resent carefully-research ed, 
factual information. Th e p eop le 
h ave a righ t to know th e facts, 
and North ern Mich igan Univer­ 
sity h as a righ t to h ave its story 
accurately told.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew said 
today telling b oth sides of a sto­ 
ry is “something that has gone 
out of vogue in some of the ma­ 
jor news <M‘gandzations of Amer­ 
ica.” 
“The price for not presenting 
b oth sides of a story is loss of 
credib ility as a pub lic institu­ 
tion,” Agnew said. “It is a 
heavy price to pay for a fleeting 
exercise in power or influence.’
